battle early today, two bank robbers 
were killed and a third badly wounded 
by Sheriff Eldred of Ashtabula-co and 
three deputies. 


A posse is searching for a fourth 


member of the bandit gang who es- 
caped. 


A wer>k ago bank officials at Orr- 


ville received a tip that the savings 
bank there was to be robbed. This did 
not materialize but on account of the 
similarity of names the bank at Orr- 
well was notified. 


Sheriff Eldred was called upon to 


guard the bank and with three dopu- 
ties was on guard when the bandits 
entered the bank. When ordered to 
throw up their hands the bandits gave 
battle. 


The men were all from Pittsburg, ac- 


cording to Sheriff Eldred. They have 
not been identified but -were Poles, 
the sheriff said. 


Investigation today convinced offi- 


cials that there had been five men in 
the band, one remaining outside as a 
lookout He also escaped. 


Sheriff Eldred and his deputies had 


been on guard in the bank for three 
nights. 


This morning just after 1 o'clock 


noises were heard and a minute later 
the four men gained entrance to the 
bank by forcing a door.

the police power the right to pass or-

"Therefore in the light of the fore- 


going decisions on this subject and 
which 1 consider to be the weight of 
authority governing the passing of or- 
dinances like the one in question I be- 
lieve It my duty to return the same to 
your honorable body without approval 
and I do therefore veto the same." 


Whether or not the council will pass 


the ordinance over the mayor's veto 
will be decided at the next meeting of 
council, the law providing that coun- 
cil must wait ten days before taking 
further action.
